Gautama Buddha 
a named Enlightenment and while He Journeyed in seven places, 
two merchants, Taphussa and Bollika offered Him aimsdood 

Having obtained eight strands of hair from Him as a blessing. Ihey 

returned to Qkkatapa land where they were welcomed back by the 
multitudes led by King Okkolapa 

King Okkolapa and his subjects enshrined Buddha's hairs 
together with the relics of three Buddhas before Him ... the staff of 
Kakusanda Buddha, the water filter of Kawnagamana Buddha and 
netherrobe of Kassapa Buddha in o ceti 66 feet (44 cubits) high 
which they consecrated as the Shwedogon. 

Because if con tamed ihe relics of the four Buddhas who had 
attained Enlightenment, it was known as Sh wed agon, the Reliquary 
of the Four. 

From about 568 BC to 14 century, the Shwedogon was 
maintained by 32 kings of the Okkolapa dynasty and since 1372 
AO by Kings Bonya 11 Bonyayon. Bonyagyandaw and others 

In 1453 AD, when Queen Shin Saw Pu ascended Ihe throne, 
she had it raised to o height of 302 feel and in 1774, King 
Sinbyushm had if rebuilt to a height of 326 feet (99 36 metres)
